_ From their Head-Quarters at Carbonara. The Ene- 
my’s whole Army having decamp’d on the 5th, with 
all their Baggage and Artillery, Prince Eugene and 
the reft of our Generals judg’d it proper for us to 
decamp likewife, to the end we might prevent the 
Enemy from poffefling themfelves of any of the 
Pofts which we had pitch’d upon for our Winter- 
Quarters, On the 7th we began our March; the 
Weather was fo bad, what with Rain, Snow and 
Wind together, that we could hardly fee which way 
we went ; and the Ways-were fo deep, that feveral! 
Horfes, Mules, and Oxen which drew the Baggage 
were mir’d ; And we loft feveral Waggons and 
fome Baggage in the low Grounds. During this foul 
Weather, which caus’d us to move very flowly, the 
Enemy might have taken the Opportunity to ger 
before us to feveral Pofts where we intended to take 
our Quarters, and to have taken part of our Generals 
Baggage which was fent before with the Commiflary 
General of War and his Attendants, had nor Prince 
Eugene given fit Orders to hinder them. Bur havin 
t the grofs of the Army intow a Difpofition, 
y of Troops to 
» a the Defigns of the Enemy, who feeing our 
seneral marching foremoft, durft not make any 
attempt.. The Prince being advanc’d with thof{e 
Troops, vificed all our Pofts. And after a March of 
three days, pitch’d his Head-Quarters at Carbonara. 
- Borgoforte being taken on the 15th, we have no 
account of ic yet from the Imperialifts.

- They write from Alfatia of the 26th, Thar the 
greateft part of the Cavalry of the Army under Mar- 
thal Villars, was canton’d ftill along the Hills ro- 
wards Saverne. He has caus’d Bifchweiler to be 
fecur’d, and fortified with Retrenchments. The Party 
of Huffars that was defeated by a Detachment of 
the Garrifon of Newbourg, was ftronger than has 
been reported ; being above 160, and were all kill’d, 
taken,or burnt. The Huffars of the Prince of Baden’s 
Army not being paid, defert in great numbers, and 
a Regiment of th 
upper Marquifate of Baden, Dourlach, and the Brif- 
gau, are put under Contribution ; the Marfhal has 
fent to demand Contributions likewife at Luter- 
bourg and other Pofts of which the Enemy is pof- 
fefsd in the lower Alfatia.
